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PREFATORY NOTES 



The greater part of thtr mifitary groups and portraits 
forming this collection represents the work of John Trum- 
bull while serving as aide-de-camp to General Wash- 
ington, and in other capacities in the Continental army, 
during the years 1775 and 1776. Diligent inquiries in 
many quarters having failed to reveal other specimens by 
Trumbull during that period, and this collection having 
practically always been kept together, it is fair to assume 
that it comprises all or nearly all his artistic productions 
during the eventful early days of the Revolutionary War. 

The queries have often been put but never heretofore 
answered, "What became of TrumbulPs artistic work 
made while serving in the American army?" "Was it 
accidentally or purposely destroyed?" "Is it possible 
that an artist so industrious and talented, so filled with 
the lofty ambition to become the portrayer of the great 
historical Revolutionary scenes then evolving, should have 
been entirely unproductive at the very time when his artis- 
tic instincts would have been most thoroughly aroused ？ " 
The lucky discovery of this collection offers the only 
possible logical solution to the questions propounded. 

From careful investigation, and scant though important 
documentary evidence, it is believed that up to about 1824 
the collection remained in the possession of John Trum- 
bull. It then passed, together with a number of Revolu- 
tionary uniforms, arms, and other objects, the parapher- 
nalia of an artist's studio, into the hands of a Virginian, a 
close friend of Trumbull, whose grandchildren were the 
last recent owners. In 1892， 1893, and 1894, the collec- 
tion was broken up, and privately sold in New York 
almost one piece at a time : first the arms, then the uni- 
forms and curios, finally the studies and portraits. The 
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cataloguer having seen some of the portraits became 
deeply interested and soon applied all his money, time, 
and energy to purchasing and reconstructing the artistic 
section of the collection ； he was so eminently successful 
that only ten pieces, of which nine are pen-and-ink por- 
traits, escaped from his hands. 

Nos. I to 1 08 are brush work in sepia, not infrequently 
outlined in ink, on vellum or hard-tanned deer-skin, the 
hair still adherfng to back ； exceptions are noted. 

All the groups are original compositions, of which no 
copies are known ； many of the portraits are unique, 
none others of same individuals being known, unless they 
were introduced into Trumbull's historical paintings. 

The work is always spirited, realistic, full of life and 
action, betraying the hand of the master ； the likenesses 
are strikingly true to the originals, the expression of the 
faces always in accord with the subject chosen. All but 
two or three are signed J. T., the same as given in several 
samples of his work in autobiography ； the signatures and 
dates are uniformly in the same shade of ink as the com- 
positions or portraits on which they are affixed. 

On account of the superior quality of the inks used by 
Trumbull, and the £act that the collection has been packed 
away in trunks and chests for many years, the colors are 
remarkably vivid and deep in tone ； a few pieces have 
been slightly damaged by dampness. 

The frames are generally solid or veneered mahogany, 
with glass fronts and glass or board backs, all of the most 
substantial form. 

The written notes or titles on back of frames are be- 
lieved to be for the greater part in Trumbull's own hand. 
The characters, though in Roman capitals, resemble his 
writing ； no one but he could have given the information 
conveyed, especially in regard to the identity of subaltern 
officers and private soldiers. 

The character of the groups stamps them as productions 
contemporary with the events they represent. It would 
have been entirely contrary to Trumbull's fine sense of 
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artistic and military propriety to have pictured Washing- 
ton and Arnold retrospectively, in intimate relationship, 
after the latter became a traitor to the American cause, or 
to have drawn the several humorous incidents of head- 
quarters' life at any time except immediately after their 
occurrence.

The authenticity of the collection as the original work 
of John Trumbull is fully and emphatically guaranteed, 
and has been recognized by artists familiar with his work. 
The fact that it would be difficult, if not impossible, to 
ascribe to anyone else is recognized by all. Every group 
and portrait assimilates with his later work, possesses the 
same qualities and defects, treats of the same subjects, is 
signed by the same hand, and was once his own property.
